Senator Smith of Arizona, Who on Another Occasion Sought to Have the Government Fix Paper Prices, Has 
Introduced Another Resolution to Bring About This End, Which, It Is Said on What Appears to Be 
Very Reliakle Authority, May Be Reported Favorably in the Senate in a Few Days— 

New Measure Contains Clauses Which Add to Its Importance.

Wasuinoton, D. C., September 24, 1917—On Saturday of last 
week Senator Smith, of Arizona, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Printing, introduced another paper resolution “to pro- 
vide further for the national security and defense by insuring 
to the Government of the United States an adequate supply of 
print paper at a fair price and by insuring a supply and equitable 
distribution at fair prices to the industries of the United States.” 


Thought Resolution Will Be Reported 


This resolution is of tremendous interest to the paper trade at 
this time, because your correspondent is informed on the highest 
authority that it will be favorably reported on the floor of the 
Senate either the latter part of this week or early next week. 
One such resolution was introduced before by Senator Smith, 
but it is noticeable in this one that the Senator has introduced in 
his resolution a clause now in the Food Control Act, and also 
another one in the National Defense Act. 

Another change is the fact that “print paper” is mentioned. 
Your correspondent understands from the Senator that this means 
news print as well as book paper. 

Paragraph from Food Control Act 

The paragraph which has been inserted from the Food Control 
Act is as follows: 

“Provided, That if the compensation so determined be not satis- 
factory to the person, company or corporation entitled to receive 
the same, such person, company or corporation shall be paid 
the amount so determined by the 
Federal Trade Commission and shall be entitled to sue the United 
States to recover such further sum as, added to said seventy-five 


seventy-five per centum of 


per centum, will make up such amount as will be just compensa- 
tion for such paper, and jurisdiction is hereby conferred on the 
United States district courts to hear and determine all such con- 
troversies.” 

A Penalty Clause 

The other clause already coming from the 
National Defense Act, and really a penalty clause, now reads in 
the resolution: 

“That compliance with all and regulations of the 
Federal Trade Commission made in accordance with this Act shall 
be obligatory on any individual, firm, association, company, cor- 
poration or organized manufacturing industry, or the responsible 
head or heads thereof, and shall take precedence over all other 
orders and contracts heretofore placed with such individual, firm, 
company, association, corporation, or organized manufacturing 
industry; and any individual, firm, company, association, corpora- 
tion, or organized manufacturing industry, or the responsible head 
or heads thereof, failing to comply with the provisions of this 
Act shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and upon conviction shall

“Dear Sir: On March 3, 1917, this Commission decided to 
ccept the proposition of certain news print manufacturers to 
etermine a fair price for standard news print paper for the six 
1onths period beginning March 1, 1917, and announced the fol- 
ywing prices: 

“Roll news, in car lots, $2.50 per 100 lbs. 

“Roll news in less than car lots, $2.75 per 100 Ibs. 

“Sheet news in car lots, $3.25 per 100 Ibs. 

“Sheet news in less than car lots, $3.50 per 100 Ibs. 

“At the same time the commission also decided that in order 
) obtain the reduction in price on their contracts, publishers 
1ust sign and file with the commission on or before March 20, 
917, their written consent respectively to said arbitration and 
ts terms and particularly to release five per cent of their contract 
mnage each month to be used in helping publishers who had no 
ontracts. 

“The commission understands that some of the signatory man- 
ifacturers have refused, failed or neglected to carry out the 
irbitration agreement, and it has received frequent inquiries from 
publishers who filed their consent to the aforesaid arbitration as 
to when the signatory manufacturers intended to, and would put 
he plan into operation, and give the agreed reduction in prices, 
ind as to what their rights are in the premises. 

“Under the circumstances, this commission desires to inform 
you that it has decided to permit each and every publisher who 
filed his consent to the said arbitration agreement, or his repre- 
sentative, to inspect and take copies of the records relating to the 
said arbitration, including all correspondence on the subject 
vetween the signatory manufacturers and itself.” 

Case Against Printing Committee to Be Tried Soon 

Frank E. Elder, the local attorney for the Champion Coated 
Paper Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, Saturday filed with the 
Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia the transcript of 
record in the Champion’s case against the Joint Committee on 
Printing, of Congress. 

This case has been docketed with the court, and is No. 12. The 
‘ourt convenes on the first Monday in October, coming this year 
on October 1. As a general rule the court disposes of about 
three cases each day, and if that schedule is followed the Cham- 
pion case is likely to be heard in the first week of October. 

Your correspondent is given to understand that the Joint Com- 
mittee will not retain attorney, and that they will pay no atten- 
whatsoever to the case. That is the present status. Mr. 
Elder says that he will file a brief with the court in the next few 
lays. 

The transcript which has been filed with the court includes 
the petition for writ of mandamus, petition for rule to show 
cause, opinion of the Judge of the Supreme Court when he 
refused to entertain the case, and other legal matters. Much 
interest is being evidenced here among government men ag to 
of the case.

The International Paper Company, through its attorneys, has 
filed a demurrer to the suit of the minority stockholders for the 
distribution in dividends of $16,238,743, alleged surplus in the 
company’s treasury. The plaintiffs are Delavan A. Holmes, mem- 
ber of the law firm of Holmes, Rogers & Carpenter and Ernest 
F. Turnbloom who own common stock of the company. 

The demurrer reads as follows: 

“The defendant, International Paper Company, Philip T. Dodge, 
Ogden Mills, W. R. Russell, Chester W. Lyman, F. B. Jennings, 
(sued herein as F. P. Jennings), A. N. Burbank, F. N. B. Close, 
F. S. Flower, A. Pagenstecher, G, F. Underwood, Albert H. 
Wiggin and H. A. Wilder appearing by Stetson, Jennings & 
Russell, their attorneys severally demur to the complaint herein 
upon the ground that it appears from the face of the complaint 
that the complaint does not state facts sufficient to constitute a 
cause of action.” 

The comment was made upon the demurrer that all of the allega- 
tions were admitted or conceded but that they did not constitute 
sufficient cause for the action petitioned for in the complaint. 


May Ask Reports from Jobbers and Publishers 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESFONDENT. ] 

WasuincTon, D. C., September 25, 1917.—It is more than prob- 
able, your correspondent is given to understand, that the Federal 
Trade Commission will, sometime in the near future, demand that 
paper jobbers handling news print paper and the newspaper pub- 
lishers make reports to that body, somewhat in line with those 
reports which the Commission is asking the news print manufac- 
turers to make as already reported in this paper. 

Insofar as having the publishers make reports is concerned, 
that is right in line with an editorial in the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 
of last week. It is more than probable that this new proposition 
will not be started until after the reports are well under way and 
understood by the news print manufacturers. 

Officials of the Trade Commission have received only two or 
three complaints from news print manufacturers in connection 
with getting up the reports. It is understood that up to this time 
no reports have been received. They will probably start arriving 
later this week inasmuch as to-day was the first mailing day in 
accordance with the order of the Commission.

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BOOK PAPER MEN DENY COMMISSION’S CHARGES 


Seventeen of the Manufacturers Against Whom Complaint Had Been Filed Had Been Heard Up to the Latter 
Part of Last Week and All of These Absolutely Deny That They Have Violated Any Law Which 
Justifies the Federal Trade Commission in Starting Proceedings Against Them—Section 5 of 
the Complaint Especially Taken Exception To—The Answers in Detail. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


WasuincrTon, D. C., September 24, 1917——The book paper case 
before the Federal Trade Commission is moving on apace. During 
the past week and up to this time officials of the Commission have 
received answers from some seventeen book paper manufacturers 
against whom the complaints were filed. This leaves a very few 
yet to be heard from. In every case the manufacturers abso- 
lutely deny that they have violated any law in doing business 
during the past two years, that would justify the Commission in 
starting proceedings against them. Below are presented some 
of the more important passages in some of the answers. Inasmuch 
as most of the answers mention section 5 of the complaint that 
section is printed herewith as follows: 


What Section 5 Alleges 

“That said respondents through said Bureau of Statistics and 
particularly through its secretary, Charles F. Moore, are now and 
for about two years last past have been engaged in a concerted 
movement unduly to enhance the prices of book print paper and 
to maintain said enhanced prices and to bring about a substantial 
uniformity of such prices—due allowance being made for grades, 
brands, etc. As a result of such activities prices of book print 
paper in the United States have been unduly enhanced and such 
enhanced prices are being maintained. Such enhancement and 
substantial uniformity of prices have been effected and are being 
maintained through the medium of telephone communications, by 
correspondence and by personal meetings between the secretary 
and various respondent members of said Bureau of Statistics, and 
by like communications between various members thereof, and by 
such communications between members and others engaged in 
the book-print paper industry.” 

Oxford Paper Co. 

O’Gorman, Battle & Vandiver, of New York, are representing 
the Oxford Oxford 
Company the attorneys in part say:

“The respondent admits that the respondents together manu- 
facture and sell a large part of the book print paper manufac- 
tured, sold and used in the United States, but denies that the 
respondent or the respondents control the sale of book print 
paper in the United States. 

“The respondent specifically denies each and every allegation 
set forth in that paragraph of the complaint marked or desig- 
nated ‘5.’ 

“Respondent further states that the object and purpose of the 
association is to promote an orderly, efficient, intelligent and 
scientific conduct of the book print paper business in the United 
States, to and for the advantage and gain not only of the members 
of the association, but also of the industrial life of the country 
in its internal activities, and in its competition with the industries 
of foreign nations.” 

The Oxford Company states that reports which it made to the 
associaton “have contained no reference whatever to prices, and 
that there has never been any understanding, agreement or other 
concerted action as to prices between your respondent and other 
members of the association.” 

Miami Paper Co. 

The Miami Paper Company, in answering the complaint says, 
among other things: 

“Respondent denies that it is now or has been for a period of 


two years past engaged in using unfair methods of competition 
in interstate commerce in violation of the provisions of Section 5 
of the Act of Congress, approved September 26. 1914, entitled 
‘An Act to Create the Federal Trade Commission to define its 
Powers and Duties and Other Purposes.’ 

“Respondent denies that it has been a party to any concerted 
movement to enhance the price of book print paper or to main- 
tain any such said unduly enhanced prices, or to bring about a 
substantial uniformity of prices. 

“Respondent denies to the best of its knowledge and _ belief 
that the

“These Japanese mills today,” he adds, “are reaping the profit 
to be derived from present market conditions, and are more firm- 
ly establishing themselves in their own and adjacent markets— 
all of which are open to the Canadian manufacturer and more 
especially to our Pacific Coast mills. The financing of a pulp and 
paper proposition today is greatly assisted if the mill in question 
is not a producer of news print, and in the new mills under con- 
struction in this country, no provision is made for the manufac-

“We hear a great deal these days about the industrial outlook 
after the war, and the fears expressed as to Canada’s ability to 
make a good showing in the trade war to follow peace. In highly 
competitive lines of industry we may have a hard time, but with 
a basic industry such as the pulp and paper industry, the world will 
beat a path to our doors. The entire North American, South 
American, and Oriental markets are open to us, and will remain 
so for Former competition from Sweden and 
Norway, with diminishing supplies, may prove a thing of the 
past as far as this continent, South America, and the East is 
concerned. Canada should therefore find herself the world centre 
of the pulp and paper industry, in spite of the Governmental 
discouragements of the last year or so. 

“In connection with price fixing and price meddling, the lead 
came from Washington, and will any good Canadian inform me 
why we should take the cue from there on a matter so vital to 
our industrial future? No will blame the Americans for 
endeavoring to secure news print at the lowest possible price, but 
that is no reason why our legislators should fall in with their 
plans. 

“Millions are being lost to Canada through the shortsighted 
policy of price-fixing and price meddling, and all for the apparent 
benefit of Canadian newspapers, who do not use more than from 
10 to 15 per cent. of the output of the Canadian mills. But the 
possible curtailment of the industry is not the only loss. In the 
future the exports of the pulp and paper products should prove 
a large factor in paying our war debts and readjusting the balance

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SITUATION IN CANADA IS NOT 
ALTOGETHER FAVORABLE 


In Most Lines of Paper, in Fact, Outside of News Print, More 
or Less Demoralized Conditions Are Said to Exist at 
Present—Very Little Apprehension, However, Over the 
Outlook, as Manufacturers Seem of the Opinion That Sup- 
plies Will Soon Have Been Reduced Sufficiently to Effect 
a Considerable Improvement in the Situation—The Matter 
of Sulphur—Not Likely to Restrict Pulp Exports. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Toronto, September 24, 1917.—“We will shut down rather than 
cut prices to get business,” was the emphatic assertion of a large 
Canadian book and writing paper manufacturer this week. “We 
don’t want to lose a cent on our raw materials; they have cost us 
enough and we intend to hold them until we can make them up 
and sell them at a profit. That’s our position and we believe it’s 
the position of practically every mill in Canada.” 


Book, Writing, Etc., Not Strongly Situated 


The industry, so far as book, writing, bond and other papers is 
concerned, is undoubtedly in a somewhat demoralized condition 
at present. Wholesale dealers and consumers, stampeded a year 
ago by fears of a possible famine, overbought heavily, with the 
result that at present buying orders are very scarce and mills 
running light. The situation has been further influenced by an 
influx of salesmen from American paper houses who have, it is 
said, been offering goods at bargain prices. 

The effect of what may be described as the American campaign 
in Canada, has not been noticeably prejudicial to Canadian mills. 
So many jobbers and printers have over-stocked, that the number 
of possible buyers is limited. There has been some purchasing on 
the part of large consumers, whose orders were big enough to 
make importation worth while, but the total brought in from the 
United States is not extensive. Knowing that their field is 
ultimately secure, Canadian mills have not attempted to meet 
American prices except in the case of a few of the cheaper grades 
of book and bond papers. 


Very Little Apprehension Over Outlook 


There is very little apprehension as to the outlook. Manu- 
facturers figure that before the end of the year, possibly as soon 
as the November 1 supplies will be sufficiently reduced to enable 
demand to catch up. It is for this reason that prices are being 
maintained at current levels. In addition, the total impossibility of 
there being any easing up in the production of raw materials, is 
a powerful factor in the direction of price maintenance. The 
high cost of sulphite, the scarcity of coal and the increasing 
difficulties of transportation are a guarantee that, at the base of 
the industry, there is no likelihood of any weakening. 


Inquiry Will Probably Not Be Hastened 


With a general election pending, which may be held before the 
end of the year, it is regarded as unlikely that the news print 
inquiry will be brought to a conclusion before the campaign is 
over. It is obvious that if the Commissioner’s finding makes it 
apparent that higher prices are necessary, it would not be good 
politics for the government to announce this on the eve of an 
election. The press, whose good will is always desired, would 
be put in a bad humor. Opposition organs would be rendered 
more hostile and government organs would become lukewarm in 
their support of the party in power. Altogether it looks as if the 
inquiry would be slowed up purposely until after the election. 

That some manufacturers may themselves receive a surprise

Pulp Exports Not Likely to Be Restricted 

Suggestions have been heard in some quarters that a change 
of government in Canada would be inimical to paper manufactur- 
ing interests in the United States through the possible obstruc- 
tion of pulp exports. This view is regarded here as absurd. As 
a matter of fact, it is the party at present in power which rep- 
resents the ultra-protectionist element and, if any effort were 
made to restrict exports of pulp with a view to building up home 
industry, it would naturally emanate from that party. The op- 
position party inclines somewhat more in the direction of 
It was in fact this party which negotiated the reciprocity 
treaty in 1911, a measure that led to its defeat at the polls in 
that year. If by any chance, it should be returned to power, there 
would be little fear that it would hamper in any way the move- 
ment of commodities between the two countries,

The Sulphur Situation 
Sulphur is now coming into Canada from the United States 
under license, but the quantity seems to be limited. One mill 
reports that it is only obtaining about 60 per cent. of requirements. 
Formerly the sulphur used in Canadian pulp mills was brought 
from the Gulf of Mexico by boat but it is now being rail-hauled. 


Reasons for High Price of Pulp Wood 


That the high price of pulp wood in Canada at present is 
due not so much to a shortage of labor as to the anxiety of 
buyers to make sure of supplies, is the opinion of A. G. | 
ford, manager of the Port Arthur Pulp & Paper Company, who 
is in Toronto at present. Speaking particularly of the district 
around Port Arthur, which he naturally knows the best, Mr. 
Pounsford says that the call for harvesters in Western Canada 
has created a temporary shortage of men, but that this condition 
will soon be over. 

“The trouble is, though,” declared Mr. Pounsford, “that on 
the one hand you have pulp wood buyers running up the price 
to unnecessary levels and on the other laborers refusing to work 
for anything like a normal wage. I know of cases where men 
are actually earning $12 a day in the woods. When they can 
make money like that and are told in the newspapers that labor 
is very scarce, they aren’t going to work for any less. I really 
think the government ought to step in and prevent these men from 
picking and choosing, and only working when they feel like it 
If that were done and a fair wage paid, there wouldn't be so 
much of this talk of the high price of pulp. Labor is, of course, 
not as plentiful as it might be, but there is enough in the Port 
Arthur district to keep things going quite satisfactorily if measures 
were taken to control the labor market.” 

Mr. Pounsford thinks buyers are largely to blame for the 
situation that has developed. They have been stampeded int 
offering all sorts of fancy prices for wood, simply because they 
fear a shortage. They argue that they must have the wood, and 
they outbid one another to get it. In fact, some buyers have 
actually agreed to go one better than any price offered 

The plant at Port Arthur being erected by the Port Arthur 
Pulp. & Paper Company is progressing satisfactorily, and Mr 
Pounsford expects that it will be ready to operate by the end of 
November or the beginning of December. Its construction has 
hit a new record in Canada, being at least five months better, it 
is said, than any other plant yet attempted in the Dominio:

Some Hope Is Expressed That Men Employed in the Manufac- 
ture of Paper and Pulp May Be Exempted from the Pro- 
visions of the Military Service Act—Paper Mills Also Are 
Considerably Concerned Over the Shortage of Coal—Com- 
missioner Robert A. Pringle Will Reopen the News Print 
Inquiry in the City Hall at Ottawa Tuesday, October 2— 
Judgment Reserved in Protest Against Freight Rates. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ottawa, Ont., September 25, 1917—A few days from the time 
this appears in print, the government will call out 100,000 men 
under the provisions of the Military Service Act which was placed 
upon the statute books of the Dominion at the session of parlia- 
ment, which has just come to end after having lasted from 
January. There is going to be no exemption according to trades 
or occupations, the government feeling that this would be inad- 
visable owing to the unfairness of such a system as evidenced in 
Great Britain. Men will be granted exemption if it is decided 
that in view of their calling being a useful one in time of war, 
they cannot be spared. Men in the agricultural pursuits will be 
dealt lightly with, it is said, but those in all the other industries, 
unless they are essential to the successful prosecution of the war, 
will have to bear the burden of the call. In the past there has 
been a decided shortage of labor in the industries directly and 
indirectly bearing upon the production of pulpwood and news-

fight in the infantry and other branches of the service or to do their 
bit in the forestry battalions, or the railway construction and 
pioneer units. This shortage has never been filled. It is hard 
to get men to go into the woods to work hard for less wages 
and not so congenial conditions as they can find in the cities 
where the enlistment of thousands has opened lucrative jobs for 
those who otherwise would have to find employment in the woods. 
Although faced with the gradually decreasing supply of labor and 
the rapidly increasing scale of wages and cost of materials, wood 
operators have been struggling along. In the Ottawa district 
which is one of the most important lumber centers in Canada, and 
where there are two very large paper manufacturing plants, there 
is available only 50 per cent. of the supply of labor needed for the 
woods. With the coming into force of conscription and the 
withdrawal of more men from the lumbering industry, this un- 
satisfactory condition will be accentuated. Whether or not the 
government will direct the tribunals to deal leniently with the 
men in the lumbering industry owing to the importance of this 
in view of the extensive program of shipbuilding being under- 
taken, is the question. It is not likely that it will. 


How Bill May Affect Skilled Labor 


The heads of the local paper mills here are just now wondering 
how the bill is going to affect their supply of skilled labor. When 
the government appointed Robert A. Pringle, K. C., under the 
War Measures’ Act to investigate the cost and production of 
newsprint paper in the Dominion, and fixed the price of news- 
print paper at $2.50 per 100 pounds pending his finding, it would 
seem that the government considered newspaper publishing an 
essential business during war time. Therefore it seems plausible 
enough to suppose that the men engaged in providing the paper 
for the printing of the newspapers will have a pretty good claim 
for exemption, and there does not seem to be any doubht that 
as the labor supply in the mills is none too good at the present

Trading with the Enemy 


Some rather important consequences are likely to follow the 
enactment of the Trading with the Enemy bill, which has emerged 
from the Senate in practically the form in which it will finally be- 
come law, according to the New York Times. By means of the 
regulation of imports as well as of exports which the bill provides, 
there will be the means of curtailing effectually the trade with 
German concerns in neutral countries that has in a great measure 
thus far preserved the Teutonic foreign trade organization. An- 
other provision of the bill is of even greater consequence. This 
provides for the use of German patents, trade marks and the like. 
Operations here under this provision will result in the establish- 
ment of many new industries in this country which will surviy 
after the war is ended. While to many the idea will occur tha 
the principal benefits will be in the long list of chemical, dye, and 
pharmaceutical preparations that used to come from Germany, thi 
by no means indicates the scope of the measure or the classes 
articles affected by it. There are many mechanical and other 
processes and devices which the Germans have protected here 
means of patents, the making of the articles not being carried « 
here, but in Germany. It is more than likely, also, judging fro 
past experiences, that quicker or cheaper processes will be devised 
here to get the results the Germans have obtained, once the d 
mestic manufacturers start at them.

On Monday of this week, the National Chemical Exposition 
opened at the Grand Central Palace and the exposition will continue 
until this Saturday night. 

The exposition is one to be remembered in the annals of chem- 
istry. Besides numerous exhibits, to be exact there are 548 separate 
booths, the program calls for discussions by the leading scientists in 
the industry and an interesting series of motion pictures and lantern 
slides. In particular, the aim of the exposition is to show what 
has been done along the lines of chemical progress since the war 
broke out. The keynote sounded, was “America leads the world 
in the realm of chemistry.” The paper trade was represented both 
in the visiting public and by the exhibits of many concerns engaged 
in manufacturing paper making chemicals. 


Remarkable Progress Made During War 


The opening address reflected the views held by the chemists 
of the progress made in chemistry and chemical products. G. W. 
Thompson, president of the American Institute, in opening said, 
“This exposition demonstrates the greatness of the progress which 
the chemical industry in all its branches has made in the United 
States in years. When an industry is small, its require- 
ments are small. As it becomes larger, its requirements become 
larger. The manufacturer of chemical products on a small scale 
in a laboratory, is a relatively simple operation, but when this 
manufacture is conducted on a large scale, involving the invest- 
ment of considerable capital, then the problem is much more com- 
plicated and much more difficult to solve.” He went on further 
to state that in the exhibits shown, the steps necessary to the 
solution of this problem were vividly illustrated.

In other addresses facts of exceeding interest were brought out. 
Last month, for instance, the sum of $13,000,000 in new capital 
was authorized for the manufacture of chemicals, drugs and dye- 
stuffs. Since January, 1915, the total new industrial investment 
in chemicals, dyestuffs and drugs, amounts to $230,000,000. Of 
this, $65,861,000 has been contributed in the first. eight months 
of 1917. So it will readily be seen that this year is the banner year 
of the chemical industry.

Stocktoms 
should be an ideal location for a box board plant, as far as water 
supply, materials and transportation are concerned. It has two 
railroads and direct river steamer connections with San Francisco 
via the San Joaquin River.

Boston Merchants Will Not Wrap Goods 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 17, 1917.—According to an agreement just 
adopted by members of the Retail Trade Board of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, merchandise purchased at Boston’s retail 
stores will henceforth be delivered to customers unwrapped, the 
merchants having decided at the snggestion of the Committee on 
Public Safety to send goods out whenever practicable in the 
original manufacturer’s package, without using the store’s own 
boxes and without using the usual outside wrapping paper. The 
new arrangement, subscribed to by more than fifty of the leading 
retailers, goes into effect to-day. 

This step was first considered at a recent conference called by 
Henry B. Endicott, State Administrator, who urged the 
members of the Board to conserve wrapping paper as a war meas- 
ure, pointing out that large amounts of the paper could be saved 
by sending out merchandise in the original package, as much 
merchandise already comes wrapped or boxed from the man 
facturer.

Italy Fixes Prices for Sulphur 


The Gazzetta Ufficiale, published at Rome, August 11, 1917, 
contains a decree of the minister of Interior, Commerce and 
Labor, in regard to the maximum prices for the sale of sulphur. 
The prices and conditions of sale for raw sulphur in Sicily are 
those fixed in the list of the obligatory association for the Sicilian 
sulphur industry, bearing the date of July 11, 1917. 

The maximum prices in lire of $0.193 for worked sulphur in 
Sicily are: Refined, in bricks, 46.03 lire per quintal of 220.46 
pounds; refined, in cylinders, 46.53 lire (exclusive of packing) ; 
sublimated, 53.33 lire (jute sacks of 50 kilos, or 110 pounds) ; raw 
ground, 45.73 lire; refined ground—60 to 65 per cent. of fineness, 
51.13 lire; 65 to 70 per cent., 51.63 lire; 70 to 75 per cent., 52.33 
lire ; sifted—75 to 80 per cent., 53.13 lire (cotton sacks of 50 kilos) ; 
80 to 85 per cent., 54.03 lire; 85 to 90 per cent., 55.03 lire. 

The prices for worked sulphur apply to Catania, Licata, Porto 
Empedocle, Termini For sales in the other 
localities of Sicily the prices for worked sulphur must be aug- 
mented by the cost of transport, as shown by invoice, and by the 
loss by diminution, which can not, however, exceed 1 per cent. and 
is applicable only to refined sulphur in bricks. 

The prices for raw sulphur on the Continent and in other 
island are those given in the list of the Sicilian Sulphur Associa- 
tion, augmented by the cost of transportation from the various 
markets of the island to the place of destination, as shown by the 
invoice or established by calculation (based on the cheapest means 
of transport and route practicable), as well as the loss by diminu- 
tion, not to exceed 2 per cent. 

The prices of worked sulphur are those already indicated, aug- 
mented by the costs of transport and by the loss by diminution, 
which can not exceed 1 per cent., and is applicable solely to re- 
fined sulphur in bricks. 

The price of sulphur mineral ground, produced in the Province 
of Avellino, containing at least 25 per cent. of sulphur, is fixed at 
10.50 lire the quintal f. 0. b. at station of Tufo or of Altavilla 
Irpina, in sacks of 50 kilos each. The sale price in the other lo- 
calities will be augmented by the costs of transport to the place 
of destination.

For the resale of worked sulphur or of sulphur mineral ground, 
there is allowed a margin of profit to the reseller not exceeding 2 
per cent. on the prices already indicated, for lots of 10 quintals 
(2,204.6 pounds) or more, and a margin of profit not exceeding 4 
per cent. for lots below 10 quintals.

Paper and Wheat Prices 


Numerous interesting comments have been printed regarding the 
Government’s demand for news print for the Official Bulletin at 
2% cents, few of them, however, more so perhaps than the fol- 
lowing from the Muncie Press: 

“For the production of the Official Bulletin, a perfectly us¢ 
publication, the International Paper Company has been ordere 


furnish paper at 242 cents a pound. The contract price of print 


paper is from one-half to one cent more. The output of the Inter- 
national Paper Company is all contracted for, so that presumably 
the paper the administration is using in publishing the Official 
Bulletin, and which it is preparing to use in publishing free dai 
papers at all military cantonments, must come off of the publica- 
tions: which are compelled to make a living out of the newspaper 
business. 

“While the Administration is issuing its ukase that print paper 
must be produced and sold at approximately the price prevailing 
before the war, it fixes a price for wheat 120 per cent. above what 
was considered a high price for wheat before the war. There are 
those who cannot clearly apprehend the force of that logic which 
concludes that while the grain raiser is entitled to an advance of 
120 per cent., the paper maker is a criminal for increasing 
price of his output 50 per cent. Of course, the paper makers are 
not very popular, even in this office, and they do not cast many 
votes, but nevertheless it is difficult to reconcile the contrasting 
action taken in these two cases. The difference seems to be a 
mere matter of a few million votes.” 

There is lots of sound sense in the foregoing, which for obvi 
reasons the iaw makers at Washington unfortunately will 


appreciate.

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Officers Wanted for Forest Regiment 


The Council for National Defense has called upon the lumber- 
men of the State of New York for officers in the 20th Reg’t. of 
Engineers, a Forest regiment soon to go to France, 

This regiment will perform necessary and immediate service in 
France—that of securing an adequate supply of firewood for 
heating and cooking purposes for a vast body of men ail of next 
winter—to cut great quantities of poles for telephone wires, for 
barbed wire entanglement, for stakes used in the retaining walls 
of trenches. They will cut railroad ties, rough bridge timber, 
props in mines and tunnels, and a thousand other emergency uses. 
Such timber is second only to ammunition and provisions in the 
work of a successful army. In addition to this, a certain number 
of portable mills are being sent over to cut lumber in the French 
forest to build necessary barracks, and store houses. Even with 
the best endeavors in the line of cutting timber abroad and 
shipping it on vessels from this country, the demand will far 
exceed, for some time at least, the supply and no more efficient, 
immediate and patriotic service can be rendered than assistance 
in securing offcers who will accelerate the production of these 
necessities in the shortest possible time. 

A Major, 3 Captains, 4 first and 4 2nd Lieutenants must be 
secured at an early date. Majors must be between 40 and 50 
years of age, men of varied and successful experience in the lumber 
industry and must have an established recognition and standing 
beyond the immediate neighborhood in which they live. 

Captains must be at least 31 and Lieutenants 25 years of age, 
as of June 5, 1917, and should have had several years of success- 
ful experience in one or more branches of the lumber industries. 
Captains especially should have proved their ability to handle men 
in large numbers. 

Applicants will be required to pass the physical examination of 
the Engineer Corps of the U. S. Army.

Total Production in the U. S. During the Month Amounted to 88,722 Tons Against Total Shipments During 
the Month of 87,120 Tons—Total Production in Canada During the Month Amounted to 52,203 Tons 
Against Total Shipments During the Month of 50,540 Tons—Total Production in U. S. and 
Canada for Month 140,804 Tons—Total Shipments for Month 137,660 Tons. 


R. T. Houk, Jr., of the News Print Manufacturers Association, 
has sent to members, the following report of production and 
shipment of news print for the month of August: 

“I hand you herewith the monthly statement of production, 
shipments and stocks of news print paper on hand for the month 
of August and call your attention to the increase over the previous 
month of both production and shipments. Not only was more 
paper manufactured, but an amount more nearly equal to maxi- 
mum was produced than during the previous month. While ship- 
ments during August were larger than during July, the per cent. 


of maximum shipped was only 97.2 per cent. against 97.9 per cent. 
in July, which situation is represented by an increase in stock on 
hand at the end of the month of approximately 4,000 tons. 

In comparison with the statistical situation in August of last 
year, this report shows that this year 99.5 per cent. of maximum 
was produced against 89.3 per cent. last year, an actual increase 
of over 150 tons a day, although the maximum productive capacity 
decreased over 400 tons a day. Although shipments in August, 1917, 
are slightly lower than in August, 1916, a much larger per cent. 
of maximum was shipped and stocks declined over 11,000 tons.

The present scarcity of labor hag brought out many labor saving 
devices, but none more novel perhaps than the portable rossing 
plant shown in the accompanying illustration. The trend of the

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SOME NEW GERMAN PROCESSES IN PAPER MAKING 


Production of Alcohol from Sulphite Off Lyes Has Increased in Importance During the War—Consumption 
of Water and Regaining of Pulp—New Agitator Especially Well Adapted to Stuff Chests Has 
Been Invented and Patented by R. J. Martin—Bright Tough Ground Wood Requiring 
No Sulphite for the Manufacture of News Print Paper.

The production of wood fibre in 1913 consumed 20 millions 
festmeter of wood, and the gain from the contents of cellstuff 
(30 million square meters) amounted to about 85 per cent. The 
remainder and organic non cellulose matter, i. e., is the stuff 
representing about 47 per cent. of the weight of wood, amount- 
ing in the average to about 5 million tons of organic matter, has 
been lost. In the off lyes of sulphite factories, we find 1380 Kg. 
of dissolved material per ton from dry cellstuff or cellulose, from 
which in the past, with variable results, a variety of useful 
products has been extracted. 

During the war the production of alcohol from sulphite off 
lyes, has increased in importance, because of the saving of spirit 
producing products like potatoes, grain other 
agricultural products. 

Braconnot succeeded in 1819 in extracting sugar from cellulose, 
and in 1864, Bachet and Machard made sugar and alcohol from 
wood. 

There are two opinions regarding the ways in which sugar 
and alcohol are originated from wood. 
it is the cellstuff of the wood, and according to the other it is 
the organic non cellulose material; principally lignine, present 
in wood from which sugar is extracted. 

It is evidently clear that cellstuff yields sugar, but it is question- 
able that cellstuff during the boiling process with SO, and CH, 
(SO:) 2, is transformed into sugar; we really find sugar in off 
lyes that correspond to 14 per cent of cellstuff.

According to one view 


Since in fact about 
15 per cent. of cellstuff is lost during the above mentioned 85 per 
cent gain from wood, the above supposition is admissible, yet 
many considerations contradict this view and the lecturer pressed 
his views in opposition to those of Ekstrém, maintaining that it 
is not the cellstuff that yields the sugar but the other carbon 
hydrates of the wood that yield the sugar, and from that the 
alcohol. The sulphite lye contains in all 1.4 per cent. sugar, of 
which 4 per cent is fermentable; in order to ferment the sugar in 
the off lyes, the causes that prevent fermentation, besides ex- 
cessive temperatures, consist above others in the superfluous SO; 
must be eliminated. 

At all events the production of spirit from cellstuff off lyes 
represents an important innovation which may possibly represent 
the first chemical effort for the reorganization of the 
cellstuff production.—Papier Zeitung.

Consumption of Water and Regaining of Pulp 


Prof. Kirchner states that in wood grinding and white paper 
mills, from 400 to 1,000 liters of water are required and the same 
amount of offwater. 

Director Wieselgreen claims that in a ragstuff paper mill making, 
5,000 Kg. rag pulp paper, 2,160 liters of water per 1 Kg. paper are 
required, and a printing paper machine operating at 135 meters 
per minute on 50 gr. sq. meter paper, used 263 liters water, and 
the entire mill used 393 liters water to 1 Kg. paper.

The foregoing information is in conformity with the formerly 
practiced bleaching of ground wood. 

Now-a-days the bleaching of ground wood is performed by 
competent paper makers in a simple manner, i. e., by dropping a 
solution of sodium bisulphite on the web as it is collected and 
turned around the roll of a wet machine. The bisulphite solution 
successively imparted in fine drips or sprays on the web of ground 
wood, is allowed sufficient time to effect its bleaching capacity 
on the fibres in the ground wood, and probably the peculiar taste 
which is occasionally imparted to the filtering material is thereby 
entirely or partially dispersed. In this 
circumstantial treatment and the lead 
cluded.—Papier Zeitung.

Leopold Enge, paper mill owner, has been granted a German 
patent No. 296,949 on a process for making a bright and strong 
quality of ground wood,

The ground wood product obtained according to this process 
is claimed to be still stronger than that produced according to 
the process practiced before. 

Patent claim: Process for producing bright and tough ground 
wood material by boiling wood which has not been cut into small 
parts before grinding—with well diluted sulphite lyes or weak 
solutions of sulphurous acid, distinguishable by the treatment 
with diluted sulphite lyes or weak solutions of sulphurous acid 
in a closed vessel under a pressure proving higher than the 
steam pressure of the boiling temperature.—Papier Zeitung. 


Beaters for Washing and Bleaching of Pulp Stuff 

Extracts from the literature of the Society of Cellstuff and 
Paper Chemists by Engineer Anton D. J. Kuhn. 

In the construction to this date, of washing and bleaching 
beaters with a filter bottom, the draining mass of stuff settles 
compactly on the bottom; the diluting water enters from above, 
consequently the mass of pulp on the bottom dissolves only after 
becoming well impregnated with water. 

The inventor inserts under the bottom of the beater, two sep- 
arate systems of finely perforated pipes, one of which conducts 
the washing and bleaching liquids and water and air pressure 
uniformly over the entire filter bottom into the mass of pulp and 
the other pipe system conducts the required steam for heating 
in the same manner; the propeller in the beater is in action during 
the inletting of the chlorine solution and is mixing the stuff 
thoroughly while steam is admitted during the same time, and the 
stuff is bleached into a uniform white shade—Papier Zeitung. 


Swift Circulation of the Pulp 

Owing to improvements in beaters having a trough divided by 
the midfeather, we have obtained swift circulation of the pulp 
and thereby a gain in power and time. The charge of pulp as 
compared with the past, has increased tenfold, the beater wells 
measure 200 cm. and the circumferential rapidity of the roll is 
raised up to 10 m. per second and even more. It is conditional 
in the beating operation with the improved beaters, that the stuff 
taken up by the roll must be thrown entirely over the backfall, 
since otherwise the rapid filling of the backfall pocket would cause 
a severe disturbance of the process; the consequence would be: 
irregular stuff, the carrying of the stuff above the highest part of 
the beater roll, increased labor and increased consumption of 
power by friction of knives and stuff, and diminution of the rapid 
flow of stuff. The crown of the backfall must not be placed higher 
than the diameter of the roll; the bottomfall is increased by the 
enlarged diameter of the roll—Pror. Ernest KircHNER, Chemist 
in Wochenblatt. 

Flowing Stuff Not Changed 

In reconstructing two beaters, the director has decided that by 
the reduction of the pulp inlet before the beater roll, by the high 
raising of the backfall crown to 250 m. m. above the centre of the 
beater roll, the expected rapidity of the flowing stuff has not been 
appreciably changed and that the density of the stuff could not be 
increased, but the director admits that for gaining the said pur- 
poses, an enlarged diameter of the roll, an increased distance of 
fall to the bottom, a small backfall pocket and a small space 
between roll and pocket (5. m. m.) are required.—Drrector ALB. 
Hauser, in Wochenblatt. 

_Principles of Beating Very Much Alike 

The principle of the beating process of the cone stuff mill or 
the jordan, and that of the open beater, are very much alike, but 
the process of the jordan is not periodical like in the Hollander 
but it is continuous. 


The stuff is forced during one passage through the practically 
largest beating or grinding space, to stay between the action of 
the knives till the required condition of the fibrous material h;

Process for Combining Paper or Textile Material with a Sheet 
of India Rubber 
German patent No, 293,572, Dr. Julius Neubronner, Tron! 
Tyrol. Claim: Process of combining a paper or textile web 
a sheet of India rubber, distinguished by drawing the pape: 


textile web on the side which is not covered by the India rubber 
sheet in a slow way over the heated revolving rolls and by press- 
ing the same on the large roll by a circulating humid and cold 
sheet of felt. 

By pressing a sheet of India rubber, placed on a paper or textile 
web, with a heated Sadiron or a heated roll or similar means, it 
has been found impossible to combine both layers without form 
wrinkles or blisters; the combination at the same time has no 
succeeded in forming a perfect union of both parts, so that 
same would be easily separable or separate themselves, 

It has now been found that the separation of wrinkles 
blisters is preventable when, according to the invention, the pa 
or textile sheet covered with the India rubber sheet is carr’ 
on the paper side over a well heated rotary roll in a slow manne: 
after this operation the sheets are finally combined as descri 
hereafter. 

According to the invention, the paper or textile web provi 
with the lining, is drawn over a slowly turning heated roll, wher: 
the layer of India rubber is softened and then pressed by a 
belt of felt against the drum. The heating under pressure 
the cooling of the humidity, result in a firm attachment of ¢! 
India rubber film to the paper or textile sheet in such a per!

In this 
state they reach a stationary roll i, that is heated with water to 
a temperature up to 50 to 60 C., owing to the pull on the sheets 
b and to the heating—the film of India rubber is firmly joined to 
the paper or textile sheet, free from wrinkles or blisters. For more 
reliable combination of both layers, the sheet is drawn over a 
slowly revolving drum k, of a comparative large diameter, which 
is heated by steam to 40° C. whereby the India rubber film is 
softened and caused to adhere intimately to the web. On one side 
of the drum, an endless belt of felt is carried through a trough 
m filled with water, this belt moves over the stretch rolls 0, ol, 02, the 
roll o is adjustably pressed against the large drum k by means 
of the set screw s. The felt w, effects an intimate cohesion of the 
cooling India rubber substance. The combined layers b and f, 
are carried over a guide roll gl to the rewinding roll r. 

Attention must be called to the fact that perfect success regard- 
ing the avoidance of wrinkles or blisters and the attainment of 
intimate cohesion of the two layers is performable only by main- 
tenance of the stated degrees of heat of the roll iand drum k. 

Owing to its mentioned perfect quality, the rubber lined paper 
or textile sheet, is especially adapted for film packing and many 
other purposes lacking so far in improved means for sticking or 
binding.—Papier Fabrikant. 

Liquid Cold Gelatine Solution 

Patent claim: Process of producing a liquid cold gelatine 
solution, distinguished by the watery solution of 
peroxide of hydrogen, acetic acid and chloride of lime on gelatine. 
Emil Wiese, in Hamburg, obtained D, R. Patent No. 297,112 on a 
process of producing highly concentrated cold liquid gelatine, 
claimed to be perfectly transparent and colorless and to be adapt- 
ed for microscopical and other scientific purposes in the study of

natural history and many manufacturing purposes, for example: 
add to one liter of 3 p. ct. peroxide of hydrogen, 100 c. cm. pure 
acetic acid and dissolve in this mixture 180 gr. chloride of zinc. 
In this liquid dissolve 600 gr. gelatine moderately heated, the 
solution is filtered after resting 4 or 5 days.—Papier Zcitung. 
Neutral Non-Drying Mucilage or Agglutinant 

Kuhle, of Darmstadt, Patent No. 
297,186 on a process for gaining a neutral not drying agglutinant. 

Patent claim: for gaining a drying 
agglutinant, distinguished by the addition of molasses during 
elaboration of yeast and brewery waste according to patent 264,- 
291, before, during and after the concentration. 

According to D. R. Patent No. 264,291, an agglutinant is gained 
by heating brewery waste such as for instance, yeast after addi- 
tion of sulphuric acid, or other chemicals that interrupt fermenta- 
tion and at the same time while the alcohol is eliminated by 
distillation, the remainder is condensed in a vacuum.—Papier 
Zeitung.

Fat Resisting Quality of Parchment 

How can the fat resisting quality of parchment paper be tested 
even when the paper blisters? Answer: Wilhelm 
Herzberg states in his handbook, “Paper Testing,” 4th edition, 
page 187-188, that for determining the fat proof quality, besides 
the blister test, the testing with fatstuff is practiced preferably; 
in the royal testing office we proceed as follows: 

I. O.2 ccm oil of turpentine is rubbed with the finger during 30 
seconds on a surface of paper of 1 sq. dm. Underlaid writing 
paper will indicate whether the oil has penetrated the surface of 
the parchment. Good fat proof papers will resist the penetration 
of oil during this trial and on paper not fat proof the oil penetrates 
at once, more or less.

II. Two grains lard are spread on a sheet of 5x 5sq. dm., taken 
from the paper to be tried, and covered with a second leaf of the 
same paper; these two sheets are placed on a plate of glass and 
weighted with a plate of glass of 100 grs., after placing writing 
paper between glass and sheets; the action of the fat can be 
observed from both sides through the glass plate. Good fat proof 
paper will not admit the passing of the fat, not even after several 
hours. During a prolonged action, the writing paper will show 
fat spots, for there is no absolutely fat proof parchment or 
pergamyn paper in existence. In case during the trials, I and II, 
the writing paper should show only a few single and small fat 
spots, then the tested material should not be rejected, because a 
few small separate spots are without consequence regarding the 
usefulness oi the paper—Papier Fabrikant. 


Testing and Treatment of Glue 

Agglutinants, especially animal glue, has lately advanced enor- 
mously to nearly ten times its price ante bellum, and it is remark- 
able that lower grades introduced under various new denomina- 
tions are sold about the same prices of the better grades. For 
this and various economical reasons the writer thinks it timely 
to treat the subject in a comprehensive manner. Parthy owing 
to lack of knowledge, thoughlessness or negligence, the proper 
treatment of glue has been neglected in a very wasteful manner. 
The binding power of animal glue depends upon its derivation. 
Lower grades of raw material like tanners glue, derived from 
leather scrapings, imperfectly cleaned, requires a liberal addition 
of alum for prevention of putrification, but alum presents the 
resistance of the glue to humidity, such and similar qualities are 
only useful for ordinary purposes, In order to examine contents 
of salt in glue, the simplest way is a trial by tasting, and con- 
cealed germs of putrefaction may be discovered in the same way 
if not objectionable, otherwise putrefaction reveals itself by a 
certain unpleasant odor. Contents of putrid matter in glue of 
good appearance are observed after boiling, by the scent. 

The acid mostly contained in glue is tannic acid that has a 
deteriorating influence on sensitive colors and on metal leaf print- 
ing, gilding, etc.; this acid is determinable with blue litmus paper 
showing either a rapid or a gradually developing appearance of a 
weak or a deep red coloration, thus indicating the degree of acid. 

With regard to testing the quality of glue besides practical 
tests, we mention in the following some readily applicable means ; 
the clear transparency of glue alone is not sufficient for recogniz- 
ing its quality because of the treatment with chlorine which is 
frequently practiced to produce this misleading appearance. The 
generally valid rule is found in the qualification of glue to ab- 
sorb water, and the largest quantity absorbed determines the 
strongest binding power. The best Cologne glue soaks in 24 
hours, at a temperature of 24° Celsins, about twelve times its own 
weight of water, likewise white bone glue. Unbleached bone glue 
absorbs only eight or nine times and glue derived from other 
animal matter absorbs only three or four times its weight of 
water. Another method of testing the quality of glue is by steep- 
ing compound glue in cold water during 24 hours and allowing 
it time to dry; the smallest loss by comparison of weight proves 
the best quality. 

Different methods are followed in preparing glue for elaboration. 
Some workers macerate during a day and night and throw the 
swollen plates into the glue boiler—others heat the plates and 
the liquid in a water bath and pour this solution into a pan and 
after becoming torpid they cut out the amount as required and 
heat in separate pots. The resolving in the latter way saves time 
and heat. It must be remembered that the glue should not be 
submitted to boiling under continuous ebullition; the heating should

Who Owns the Young Growth? 

In the Superior Court of Quebec an important decision has just 
been rendered by Judge L. J. A. Desy. He laid down the proposi- 
tion that a licensee of timber lands could sue on fire damage caused 
not only to his timber of legal size, but to what had not yet at- 
tained the dimensions on which his cutting rights were based. The 
dispute arose through a suit instituted by a licensee against a rail- 
road contractor who, in the face of warnings, had set fire to a pile 
of old ties and caused a serious burn in the adjoining timber and 
young growth, but particularly to the latter. The defendant's 
lawyer entered the plea that as the licensee was permitted by the 
Government to cut only what was of a given diameter, that there- 
fore the Government was the owner of what fell under that di- 
ameter. Licenses being renewed year by year, argued the defendant, 
it was preposterous to assert that a license holder had more than 
a year’s cutting rights, or could assert that certain trees would be- 
come his property many years hence when they reached maturity. 
Judge Desy, however, looked upon the licensee as the proprietor 
of the young growth, for the reason that his rights could in future 
increment not well be cancelled unless by violation of the Gov- 
ernment regulations. The defendant to settle the 
claim, which was in the neighborhood of $4,000.

Italian Decree Regulates Paper Production 


The Gazetta Ufficiale, published at Rome, August 3, 1917, con- 
tains a decree governing the production and distribution of paper. 
These are placed under control of the Ministry of Industry, Com- 
merce and Labor. The commission instituted by a ministerial de- 
cree of October 3, 1916, at the Ministry of Commerce and Labor, 
assumes the name of Central Commission for Paper. The ministry 
has the power to: 

(a) Establish the amount and types of paper for newspapers and 
for public administrations which the various paper mills must fur- 
nish, and the dates of consignment. 

(b) Establish the prices of paper for newspapers and for the 
public administrations and eventually fix the highest prices for the 
sale of paper to the public. 

(c) Determine, in accordance with the decision of July 1, 1917, 
the amount and kind of the contributions that the paper mills must 
pay to a special fund established by a decree of February 18, 1917. 
Such contributions may be received by the regular tax collectors, 
according to the rules established for the collection of taxes. 

(d) Requisition the paper mills in whole or in part, as ruled by 
the decree of February 18, 1917, and work them for the purpose of 
producing the amount of paper necessary for the newspapers and 
for the public administrations. 

(e) Facilitate the furnishing of raw material for the production 
of paper. 

(f) Establish the number of pages of the newspapers, of the re- 
views, and of every other periodical publication, and in general 
issue orders for the assurance of economy in the use of paper. 

Coal will be distributed to the paper mills exclusively according 
to orders of the Minister of Industry, Commerce and Labor, in 
agreement with the Ministry of Transports (Commissariat Gen- 
eral for Coal) as to the maximum quantity of coal which month by 
month may be put at the disposal of the paper mills. 

The amounts that accrue to the special fund provided by the 
decree of February 18, 1917, are to be deposited in interest-bearing 
account current at the Banca d'Italia, for the use of the Ministry 
of Industry, Commerce and Labor. 

For the duration of the war and until three months after the 
declaration of peace, the supplies of paper for the public adminis- 
trations will be made according to the rules of this decree, which 
supersedes the established rules for the State accounts. 

All the supplies of paper for the State administrations, compris- 
ing those for publications, printed matter, forms, etc., must be ob- 
tained through the Disburser General. The Court of Accounts will 
not register any order for paper which has not been furnished by 
means of that office. Exceptions are: 

(a) For papers of a very special type, and for those which pre- 
sent special characteristics and require a continual control of their 
production, 

(b) For papers covered by contracts of a date anterior to that 
of the present decree, or which may be concluded not later than 
August 31, 1917, provided the negotiations have been in course at 
the date of publication of the decree. Such contracts will remain 
in force until finished. 


(c) For the paper necessary for the State railways, which wil! 
be supplied directly by the direction general of the railways them- 
selves, according to the rules of the present decree, and according 
to the orders of the Central Commission for Paper. 

The central administrations and the local administrations and 
bodies delegated for the purpose by the respective ministries are 
ordered to present to the Disburser General an estimate for the 
semi-yearly need of paper. 


American Dye Industry Gains

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Paper Markets of Peru, Bolivia and Ecuador 


Peru, Bolivia and Ecuador are covered in a volume just pub- 
lished by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce in 
the series of reports on paper, paper products and printing 
machinery in Latin-American countries. Although the market 
for American goods of the class mentioned is not large in these 
three countries, information of value to the trade has been ob- 
tained through the study of general conditions affecting paper 
products and the methods of trade extension employed by 
competing countries. 

Practically all the news print paper that is received by the 
three countries now comes from the United States. Even 
before the war it formed the bulk of the American shipments 
to the first-mentioned country, and represented almost one- 
third of the total Peruvian imports of paper. Since the out- 
break of the war there has been a heavy increase in the imports 
beause of the fact that news print is admitted free of duty and, 
with the rise in the price of all other grades of paper, the 
retailers have found it the cheapest kind that they can obtain 
for wrapping purposes. Now that it has gained extensive use 
for this purpose, it is believed that the imports will continue 
to increase even after cheaper wrapping paper is again available. 

Among the features of the trade that were observed was the 
preponderance of American bond paper in the Peruvian market, 
where the United States occupies a field all to itself, its only 
competitor being Great Britain, whose bonds are somewhat 
higher in price. In the same country American blotting paper 
is acknowledged by all printers and stationers to be the best

of American manufacture, while all the photographic paper 
comes from this country. 

Previous to the war nearly 50 per cent. of the paper imports 
of Peru came from Germany, 20 per cent. from the United 
States, 10 per cent. from England, and the remainder from 
Spain, France, Belgium, Italy and other European countries. 
The principal factors in the European strength, according to 
the Bureau’s report, were lower prices, longer credits, better 
shipping facilities, more active selling campaigns, willingness 
to produce the goods desired, better packing, greater attention 
to detail, and influence of European colonies and Europeans 
engaged in the paper and printing trades. Similar conditions 
were found in Bolivia. The annual consumption of all classes 
of paper and paper products in Peru amounts to approximately 
$700,000, of which $625,000 worth is imported.

Trading in the chemical market during the past week was 
active and nearly all prices were firm. The general tendency of 
the entire market is one of advancement. Caustic soda, which 
during the past weeks has been exceedingly strong, held at the 
high level reached. Soda Ash also, following the lead of caustic 
soda, was strong. 

ALUM.—The week has seen no change in the price levels which 
were given last week. In spite of this the market has been firm 
and dealers report that spot stocks are scarce. Fall inquiries are 
being noted im increasing volume. For ammonia lump alum the 
commonest quotation is 4.50@5c per pound. Chrome alum is 
quoted at 20@22c per pound. For ammonia ground alum the 
range is between 4.60@5.40c per pound. 

BLANC FIXE.—The market in blanc fixe was steady during the 
week. The general impression received from dealers is that 
the tone of the market is improving with advances in price shortly 
coming. The price range throughout last week showed no change. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—This market is not as strong as was 
the case some weeks ago. An undertone of weakness seems to 
be felt and as a consequence prices are sagging. For domestic 
drums the price range from 1@1.50c per pound. Export ship- 
ments are hampered by the need of licenses for shipment. Export 
drums are quoted at 4@4.50c per pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—The brimstone market is still in 
condition. Considerable use of brimstone is 
munition purposes. The transportation situation has not changed 
for the better. The price quotations are being made at the mine 
All New York prices have been withdrawn by the largest 
producers. The mine quotations are $37.50 per ton and higher. 

CASEIN.—There has been no resumption of the demand for 
casein during the past week. Buying continues only very mod- 
erate, many mills having on hand at least a three month’s supply 
which keeps them from the market at the present prices. There 
is a tendency to shade quotations. Quotations are 18@23c per 
pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The price level of 10c per pound which 
was reached last week has held steady during the past week. The 
government is reported as taking large supplies of caustic soda 
which fact has materially reduced the amount available. The 
market from all appearances will continue to be strong for some 
time to come. The quotation of 10c per pound is for the 76 per 
cent. product. 

CHINA CLAY.—The market in domestic china clay is exceed- 
ingly strong with an advancing undertone. The amount of foreign 
clay coming over is practically nil. For the crude product the 
price range is $6@12 per ton. For the washed high grade clay 
the price range goes from $13@20 per ton. 

ROSIN.—The conference of naval stores representatives in 
Washington, came to a conclusion early this week. It appears 
that the idea to ask the government to fix prices for rosin was 
abandoned since the majority of those assembled seemed to feel 
that the government would hardly consider taking such action 
at the present time. Rosin values advanced about a dollar per 
barrel between the time the Washington plans originated and the 
days during which the Washington conference took place. This 
improvement may have had its effect on the minds of conferees 
inducing them not to view the situation as gloomily as they were 
first inclined to do. Rosin has well maintained its new range of 
values and though we naturally should look for reactions to 
take place, we feel that there is little prospect of prices to drop 
down again to the lowest levels seen this year. Pale grades will 
be scarce at primary markets for the balance of this year and 
any depression of consequence is not looked for as far as
